Pre-Season Football

football player is given—if he sticks he has a good chance of making the team—if not, well, he 
will retire to the cheering section. Ask any football! man what the first weeks are like and he 
will tell you that more comfortable recreation may be found, but he wili also tell you that after 
he is accustomed to the game it is the best sport in the world. 


The Collegian Report of the Final Game 


An alert Nebraska Wesleyan football team took advantage of every break to defeat Hast- 
ings College, 21-7, in the traditional Turkey Day conflict on Hansen field, thereby winning a 
virtual tie with Cotner for the N. C. A. C. championship. 

Statistics show a decided advantage for Hastings in straight football and forward passing. 
The Broncos made fourteen first-downs as compared to seven for Coach Waldorf’s Coyotes. 

Hastings gained 143 yards from scrimmage, while Wesleyan could make but 106. In for- 
ward passing, the Broncos completed four for a total of 52 yards, and the Coyotes connected 
with three for ten yards: 

A decided punting advantage, an intercepted pass, and a number of recovered fumbles aided 
Wesleyan in scoring three touchdowns and a safety. 

Hastings took the opening kickoff and started a goalward drive, with Stephens, Owen, and 
Glenn, contributing nice gains. However, a fumble on the Coyote 36th parallel gave the ball to 
Wesleyan; and Miller booted the ball out-of-bounds on Hastings six-yard line. Owen made a 
first-and-ten, and Moore broke loose for 20 yards. Wesleyan took the ball again and Miller once 
more kicked the ball, being downed on the Hastings 18-yard line. More muffed a bad pass from 
center, and was downed behind the goal for a safety. 

Hastings kicked from the 20-yard line, but a few gains by Gibb and a pass from Nichols to 
McCanaha placed the ball across to give the Coyotes six more counters. 

Wesleyan scored again after a Hastings fumble on the Broncos’ 38-yard stripe. Nice gains 
by Thompson to Miller added another touchdown for the Methodists. A pass from Miller to Mc- 
Cannaha was good for the try-for-point. The final Wesleyan counter came when Pixley inter- 
cepted a Hastings pass and ran 40 yards for a touchdown. 

Hastings finally scored after some neat passes from Stephens and Shea to Harbaugh, Mer- 
cier, Owen, and Stephens. Roger Parsons recovered Miller’s fumble deep in Coyote territory, 
but Wesleyan held on the 1-foot line. Miller’s punt was blocked and Pierson fell on the ball for a 
touchdown. Mercier drop-kicked the try-for-point. 

The Hastings line played superbly throughout the game. Captain Louis Douglas was easily 
the outstanding defensive player of the day, while McCannaha starred in the Wesleyan line. 
Stephens and Owens played great football in the Hastings backfield. Miller, Gibb, and Thomp- 
son were outstanding in the Coyote offensive.

The year 1930-31 has been a very successful one for the band, for in it has centered much of 
the spirit and pep of the college. Asa well balanced and competent band this group has earned 
the reputation of being one of the best concert bands within the state. The style of music played 
this season equals that of any concert band, municipal or otherwise. 


This year a Hastings College Band Concert was given at the city auditorium, a feat which 
has never before been accomplished by any band of the college. Throughout the year the band 
lias been present and dependable at all athletic functions and has given several concerts in chapel 
which were genuinely appreciated by the faculty and student body. 
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Musical Activities 


The Hastings College Conservatory of Music was established in 1907, in response to the 
growing demand for school music in connection with the College, and since that time the musical 
activities of the college students has spread over a wide field. 


The Orchestra: 


Under the direction of Mr. Frank Noyes a large symphony orchestra is maintained in which 
students may obtain valuable experience in orchestral playing. Several concerts are given dur- 
ing the school year in the Hastings Municipal Auditorium, and the excellence of performance of 
a vaptety of standard works in these programs, has resulted in making the Hastings College 
Symphony one of the most popular organizations of its type in the state. Membership in the 
orchestra is had through application and examination. 


The Band: 


In October, 1924, a military band was organized to provide its members with an opportunity 
to obtain experience in this kind of musical performance, and to aid the college in a variety of 
ways. While the college owns a number of the larger instruments, prospective players should 
bring their own instruments when they possess them. One hour credit is given for each semester 
for those who desire to substitute work in the band for the required physical education work. 


Chorus Choirs + 


A number of large chorus choirs are maintained by different churches in the city, and mem- 
bership in these is available to talented students in the college and conservatory. The conser- 
vatory director has personal supervision of the music in the Presbyterian Church, and this choir, 
as well as those of other churches is largely composed during the winter season of vocal students 
from the conservatory. 


Artist Series :— 


Owing to the outstanding attractions brought to Hastings each season under the auspices 
of Hastings College this activity has become very widely known. The course is made up of ap- 
pearances by nationally known musical artists and outstanding dramatic and light opera suc- 
cesses. It is available to all students of the college as a part of the Students’ Association priv- 
ileges. 


Festivals :— 


From time to time music festivals are given under the direction of the conservatory or by 
the community at large, with conservatory talent directing. During the spring of 1931 
the Community Chorus was presented with a large civic and college chorus with orchestral ac- 
companiment and nationally known soloists. ‘This event furnishes splendid training to large 
numbers of college and conservatory students and the participation in choral works of large 
calibre is one of the most valuable experiences in college life. 


Faculty and Student Recitals :— 


The Conservatory numbers among its faculty several talented soloists in both intrumental 
and vocal fields, and faculty recitals are given at stated intervals during the year. 


Both studio and public recitals are given bi-weekly throughout the year, affording an op- 
portunity to acquire confidence and poise in public performance. Individual recitals are re- 
quired of conservatory seniors, on which occasions representative works from standard compos- 
ers are performed.

Donald Dearborn 
and B. Hope Elletson were the affirmative speakers and Walter McIntire with B. J. Crehan upheld 
the negative contention. The audience of eight hundred people rendered the decision in favor of the 
affirmative speakers.

A growth stimulated by the needs of an ever-widening and developing agricultural territory 
and the steady rise of its own industrial enterprise has carried Hastings to a position of leader- 
ship among cities of Nebraska. Hastings is a rapidly growing city, and is in the midst of a per- 
iod of prosperity that promises continued rapid but healthy advancement- 


Hastings is proud to be the home of Hastings College and to be the home during the school 
year of her 900 fine students ! 


The College and its student body make a genuine contribution to the cultural, social, busi- 
ness, and civic life of the community. In turn the city of Hastings and her citizens are glad 
to have a part in the activities of Hastings College. Every Bronco student finds Hastings busi- 
ness men ready to serve him, finds Hastings people and institutions vitally interested in his 
athletics, his music, and his other activities. 


The City of Hastings and Hastings College are inseparably bound together. Each offers ad- 
vantages to complement those of the other. 


Perhaps no city in Nebraska outside of Omaha and Lincoln, is better situated as a jobbing 
and distributing center. Hastings manufacturing concerns send their products to every state 
in the Union and to many foreign countries. 


Five railroad systems, which with branch lines make a total of eleven lines, radiate from 
Hastings and link it with its trade territory and such central cities as Omaha, Kansas City, St. 
Joseph, Lincoln, Denver, and Chicago. The largest of these lines is the Burlington from Chi- 
cago to Denver. Hastings is the largest city on this line between Lincoln and Denver. 


While the most of the city’s business activity is based upon its position as a central trading 
and distributing point for a vast farming region in south central Nebraska and northern Kansas, 
there has been a distinct tendency the past few years to develop Hastings as a manufacturing 
center. 


Interest in industrial development has been prompted largely by the success met by firms 
which started up in this city in a small way and grew to national and international prominence. 
Among the leading industrial enterprises in Hastings are the W. M. Dutton & Sons Company, 
distributors of hardware, radios, and automobile supplies and manufacturers of tire pumps, 
harness, and a variety of other commodities; the Western Land Roller Company, manufacturers 
of a line of hay tools and other farm machinery; the G. A- Roth Manufacturing Company, auto 
accessories; the F. Jaden Manufacturing Company, tire pumps, valve grinders and other auto- 
mobile tools; the Con-o-Lite Company, a patent grave vault; the K and R, Inc., food products ;

the Hastings Equity Grain Bin and Manufacturing Company, grain bins, silos, stock tanks; 
Debus Baking Company, bread and other bakery goods; Central Nebraska Millwork Company, 
woodwork. In addition to these, there are four brick yards, manufacturing 70 per cent of all 
brick made in Nebraska. Three cigar factories, a large flour mill, several candy companies, 
and a number of smaller manufacturing enterprises. 


Faith in Hastings as an industrial center is evidenced by the Burlington and Union Pacific 
through the purchase of large tracts adjoining their tracks through the city for use as industrial 
sites. Approximately 30 acres of land have been acquired by these companies in the past two 
years. 

The Union Pacific’s most recent move has been the construction of a $280,000 freight depot. 
The company’s total investment in Hastings in the past two years has exceeded a half million 


dollars. 


Hastings is a bus center; the Union Pacific, Burlington, and Atlantic-Pacific lines main- 
tain division headquarters here. Nearly 100 Hastings men are employed by these bus companies. 


Hastings is the center of Masonic activities for all of central and western Nebraska, <A 
$400,000 Masonic Temple has just been completed. 


Hastings has a million dollar public school system and is erecting at this time a new $150,- 
000 grade school building. 


Two business colleges have a total enrollment of nearly 500 students. 


The Catholic Church maintains a large parochial school and a girls’ academy, which also 
offers the first two years of college work- 


Churches in Hastings represent 24 denominations and the city is noted for the strength of 
its religious organizations. 


The Hospital investment in Hastings amounts to about a half million dollars. 
Hastings has 48 miles of paving, 51 miles of water main, and 41 miles of sanitary sewer. Its 
$1,500,000 municipal light and water plant is a model of municipal ownership that is copied by 


cities throughout the Middlewest. Water comes from artesian wells in an abundant supply. 
The city has a modern sewerage disposal system. 


A $225,000 municipal auditorium is the city’s outstanding public building. Hastings has 
a $50,000 municipal airport. 


Hastings has gained a reputation as a convention center, and each year finds the city play- 
ing host to a score or more state meetings.

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The State Basketball Tournament 


From the standpoint of attendance and general state-wide interest, the state high school 
basketball tournament held at Hastings College on March 12, 13, and 14, 1931, has been generally 
recognized as the outstanding tournament in the history of Nebraska interscholastic athletics. 


The tournament was unusual, first of all, because it resulted in a state championship for the 
Nebraska School for Deaf, a team whose players were selected from a school which had only 
eight boys physically able to indulge in interscholastic basketball. The state of Nebraska watched 
the tourney with more than usual interest, because it was the first time the high schools had met 
to decide the championship at any city outside of Lincoln. A third salient feature of the tourna- 
ment was the fact that it resulted in greater gate receipts for the state high school athletic as- 
sociation than had several previous tournaments.

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A Foreigner’s Impressions of H. C. 


Ever since I came to this ““God’s Own Country” and had the great privilege and 
opportunity of becoming one of the students of Hastings College, I have been doing a 
great deal of profound thinking (very profound, indeed), a scanty (almost negligent ) 
amount of studying, and a vast amount of observing, which, as I understand, cultivates 
one’s mind, expands one’s intellectual background, and all in all adds to a person that 
certain thing which we call experience. 


Now, when almost four years have elapsed since I started with this intellectual 
accumulation within myself, I consider myself more or less ready to share with the rest 
of mankind some of the impressions that I have received and observations that I have 
made on this campus. 


I said before and say again that Hastings College (to my opinion at least) is a 
scholarly institution, that is an institution of higher and better intellectual training. 


First of all there is so-called college spirit, a symbol, or rather, a collective rep- 
resentation of the general attitude of Hastings College Students. This spirit, as I 
understand it, includes the proverbial H. C. athletic tradition, the Jeffersonian spirit 
of democracy, a fervent natural recognition of good literature, a preference for the 
intellectual kind of recreations, a desire to be always ahead in school work, respect and 
love for the faculty members, and courtesy to the chapel speakers. 


I noticed that in spite of the apparent and typical American college enthusiasm 
for football heroes, fraternity aces, and sorority queens, such worthy things as inter- 
collegiate debates, philosophical, literary, and political discussions and talks are given 
attention and respect above everything. An average Hastings College student will at 
any time prefer Racine’s “Phedre”’ to a talking picture show with Clara Bow. You 
may doubt my words; you will probably lift both your hands heavenward and exclaim, 
“Impossible !’’—but nothing is impossible. If you persist in your scepticism, I'll give 
you several convincing illustrations in defense of my argument. Let me remind you 
of the student body’s attendance and reaction to the “Kennedy Players’ presentation 
of the “Chastening.” Allow me to remind you of the Hastings College Band Concert. 


The students are not only unique and one in spirit, but they have such a healthy 
amount of cheerfulness, open-mindedness, honesty, friendliness, kindness, decency, 
etc., that one falls in love with them malgre lui. 


Such things as jealousies, gossip, narrow-mindedness, hypocrisy, and intolerance 
are practically unknown to them. As for the faculty members, they are just what one 
would expect them to be. In this case I have noticed a considerable contrast between 
the old country schools and those of America. In America (at Hastings College in 
particular) there is more understanding, more harmony, more trusting friendship and 
confidence between the student body and the faculty. Not only that, but the teachers 
recognize and are unusually considerate of the possible individual differentiations in 
minds, characters, and backgrounds of the students. Therefore the teachers do every- 
thing possible to encourage and help to develope the individual beliefs and ideas, no 
matter how radically different they may be from the teachers’ own standpoint. 


I may be wrong in the observations that I have made, for after all my eyes are 
those of a foreigner. There may be some aspects in Hastings College that my eyes 
have overlooked. If so it was my fault, for I confess that I am prejudiced in favor 
of Old H. C.

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The Choir 


About forty Hastings College students look forward to each Tuesday and Friday night with 
the greatest pleasure. These students are members of the choir at the First Presbyterian Church 
and choir practice is held on Tuesday and Friday nights. 


This choir is personally directed by Hayes M. Fuhr, Director of Hastings College Conserva- 
tory. Mr. Fuhr is an able choir master and it is largely due to his efforts that the choir is a suc- 
cess. His excellent choice of music has enabled the personnel of the choir to become acquainted 
with many of the finest compositions in choir repertoire. Mr. Fuhr’s baton assures a good in- 
terpretation of each number. 


During the past year the choir has had a part in several notable services. Aside from the 
fact that the choir has furnished music of a particularly high type for such occasions as Easter, 
Christmas, Palm Sunday, and Communion services, it has also presented a special Christmas 
program. This program is an annual part of the Christmas activities of the church: This year 
it consisted of varied numbers interspersed with the reading of the Christmas story by the choir. | 
This reading was modeled on the German speaking choirs. On other occasions during the year 
the choir has given numbers ranging from arrangements of the negro spirituals to the magnifi- 
cent “Festival Te Deum” by Dudley Buck. 


There is a great amount of enjoyment connected with the choir for each of its members. 
Most important, of course, is the pleasure derived from an acquaintance with good music. But 
in addition to this there is the fun of the companionship with the other members of the choir. Any 
person who happened to walk into the church before choir practice some evening would see 
groups gathered about the piano and seated in the pews carrying on animated conversations or 
singing. At a word from the Director these groups take their places in the choir and the prac- 
tice is begun. Many funny things happen during the course of the practices which try Mr. Fuhr’s 
patience and destroy the gravity of the choir, but the director always joins in the general hilar- 
ity and the gravity is quickly restored after the fun has died down.

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Social Review 


The democratic social program of the College is one phase of the life of the campus of which 
the College is justly proud. These activities are supervised by a faculty and student commit- 
tee which in the fall makes a survey of the needs, desires, and resources of the whole student 
body and maps out the year’s program. 


The goals this year have been first to give more training in social refinement, to secure a 
larger participation and attendance at various events, and to meet the approval of the student 
body. To attain these objectives, it was decided that more funds were necessary. ‘The student 
board voted to allow $400.00 as an experiment to see whether this fund would help in reaching 
these objectives. 


The year’s activities have included one all-college function a month in addition to the af- 
fairs of smaller groups such as societies and clubs. All-college affairs of the informal type 
so far this year have included a “Pre-school Mixer,’ picnic in Heartwell Park, Box Supper, 
Thanksgiving Nut Party, and Ellis Island Carnival; while the more formal type of social events 
includes New Students Reception, Football Banquet, Christmas Party, Mid-semester Dinner 
Party, and Debate-Basketball Dinner. Every student in school is invited to join one of the 
societies, which sponsor two social affairs each semester in addition to the social meetings of these 
societies every other week. 


The check of the attainment of the goals defined by the committee is now being carried out. 
A record has been kept of the attendance, participation in programs, and planning and execution 
of the various events. The attendance at these affairs has been more than double the attendance 
at previous affairs: The programs and entertainment were planned so as to get participation 
from almost the entire number present. A check on the personnel of those planning and ad- 
ministering the parties shows that more than one-half of the student association has had a part 
in this executive phase. 


The committee is also sponsoring a detailed study of the social life of each student. This 
record shows how many social functions each student has attended, as well as what responsibil- 
ities have been offered to him and what leadership and dependability he has shown in the execu- 
tion of these duties. All this data will be used in carrying on a more effective and balanced 


program next year. 


The social committee has invested in equipment which is at the service of any organization 
in school that cares to use it. They have over thirty games of different sorts which have been 
used by a great variety of groups. A number of books on planning and carrying out parties 
of all kinds have been purchased, and these are available to any student. The social committee 
has dishes and cups which are used almost weekly. 


The students have voiced their approval of the work this year in many ways. The com- 
mittee prepared a questionnaire which was given out to the student association. ‘They were 
asked to check their attendance at the various affairs and to give comments or suggestions on 
the program. Their remarks indicated that this year’s program was fine and that they hoped 
it would be kept up. The suggestions concerning future events have been helpful in planning 
the current program, and will be utilized next year. Many students are heard to remark that 
the social life this year has had enough variety so that anybody ought to be able to find some 
type to his liking. 


If this year’s experiment is approved formally by the student association and joint board, 
the study will continue next year with a more extensive program, as there are many phases of 
the college social program that can be improved as the result of this year’s work if more funds 
are at the disposal of the committee in charge.

Immigrants, gunmen, peanut venders, and a host of college students, about 250 persons in all, 
were present at the Ellis Island celebration in the gymnasium last Monday night. A varied program was 
furnished by several campus groups, and music was provided by the college eight-piece jazz band. Ber- 
nice Brown was crowned queen. 


Immediately upon entering the gymnasium the revelers, many of whom were dressed in typical 
foreign costumes, were seized and directed to fill out their passport blanks. After paying their income 
tax they were forced to pass physical and mental examinations before gaining admittance to the main 
floor. Several booths provided a variety of refreshments throughout the evening. Jewish, Irish, and 
Dutch venders wandered about peddling their wares, confetti, serpentine, and toy balloons. The or- 
chestra was composed of James Burton, Mary Burton, Norbert Glaum, Charles Sharpe, Jean Moore, Gor- 
don Brubaker, Maurice Riley, and Louis de Freese. 


The program began with presentation of the best costumed celebrators. Justin Axtell ran a close 
race and won first over the men in his Scotch costume. Edna Burmood, a Spanish senorita, took first 
place among the women. 


The big event of the evening was the triumphal entrance of Queen Bernice Brown. She was duly 
inaugurated and crowned by the Spirit of America, Phyllis Roberts. Beside the queen sat Kenneth Har- 
baugh, commonly known as “Herbert Hoover,’ who had general supervision of the whole affair. Mamie 
Carpenter as the Spirit of Hastings presented numerous gifts to the queen, including a number of objects 
of campus humor. The queen’s attendants, once her rivals for the crown, were Jean Asa, Helen Hunter, 
Kathleen Knutstrom, and Julia Porter. 


John Landis, Spirit of the South and master of ceremonies, announced that the first number on 
the entertainment was produced by Chi Psi Omega. Elmira Meininger sang a solo, accompanied by Jean 
Moore. The second half of the Chi Psi program was a Japanese sextette. Alpha Phi Sigma next presented 
Henry Sauer, who played an accordion solo. Ellen Swanson, a high school junior, and Dorothy Kissinger 
gave a dance, accompanied at the piano by Joe Ahlin, a high school boy. He also played for Erma Jor- 
genson ina tap dance. Two sweet girls from the sidewalks of ‘““New Yawk,” Geraldine Bradley and Marie 
Kealy, tapped, while Henry Sauer played the accordion. The act was one of the high spots of humor of 
the entire party. Pi Alpha Lambda came next with a group of players announced by Helen Staley as the 
Chicago Civilized Opera Company. The group enacted a short operatic skit. Sigma Tau Sigma intro- 
duced a gypsy fireside gathering which told fortunes for those born in each month of the year. Follow- 
ing this act a ten-minute intermission allowed for stretching of limbs and acquisition of refreshments. 


The second half of the program began with the freshman stunt, managed by Helen Staley. She in- 
troduced Major Nutt, a rather suspicious-looking dwarf who danced on a table and directed comments at 
members of the audience. The feature stunt of the Major’s performance was the high kick with both 
feet at once, which brought a round of applause. A failure to close the curtain completely on the act re- 
vealed Dorothy Rork and Helen Hitchcock backstage, so all suspicions as to the Major’s identity were 
thus authenticated. The Thetas next presented an Irish dance, the dancers being accompanied by Es- 
telle Roberts. A French folk song and dance was staged by Mrs. Frank Noyes’ French class. Ten girls 
took part and they were accompanied at the piano by Jean Moore. Two French gentlemen, Sara Jean 
Oliver and Esther Goodale, and Jean Moore, sang three modern songs in French. This program by Mrs. 
Noyes’ class showed great originality and artistic ability, and it very effectively concluded the evening’s 
entertainment. 


The party, which was put on by the Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. CGC. A., had a primarily social purpose. 
Almost forty dollars were netted by the affair, while the year before only eight dollars had been made.

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The Tornado of May 8, 1930 

Members of the three upper classes during the 1930-31 term will long remember the tornado 

of May 8, 1930, as one of the outstanding events of their college days. Freshmen the past year, 
while not on the campus at the time of the storm, will recall that its marks were still visible about 
the campus upon their arrival last fall. 
The black, funnel shaped cloud swept across Hastings from southwest to northeast. The 
college was directly in its path and the damage to buildings, football field lighting equipment, 
and trees amounted to several thousand dollars. The total damage done in the city of Hastings 
was estimated at more than a million dollars. 
The storm struck at about 9 p. m., at a time when the majority of students were in their 
rooms or at the library studying. 
Windows crashed, lights went out, roofs were torn away, giant trees were as toothpicks in 

the whirling wind. To add to the destruction—and students remember it as having added con- 
siderably to their discomfort—a torrental rain followed and literally soaked beds and other 
furniture in the rooms of students in private homes and in the college dormitories. 
The “Shack” was torn from its foundation and hurled into the front of the chapel. The 
roof of the Williams Bible House was neatly lifted from the remainder of the building and 
scattered over the Country Club grounds. 
Ringland, McCormick, Alexander—in fact every building on the campus suffered extensive 
damage. The large glass windows in the south end of the Library fell in with a crash, sending 
the score or more students who were there studying scurrying under tables and book racks. 















The decorative cornice on the Library building was so badly damaged that it was decided not 
to replace it, and the building presents a somewhat different appearance than is remembered 
by students of earlier years. 


The “Spoon Holder,” familiar concrete seat erected some years ago around the base of one 
of the beautiful elm trees near the center of the campus, came near to losing its excuse for exist- 
ence, for the huge tree whose shade has been an attraction to those seeking a comfortable loung- 
ing place on warm days was nearly split in two by the wind. The tree has been trimmed and it 
is thought that with care it can be brought back to its original stateliness. 


The lighting equipment at Hansen Field was completely destroyed, making it impossible to 
carry out plans for a night track meet on the following evening when Kansas State athletes were 
to provide opposition for the Broncos. ‘The meet was held in the afternoon, the Broncos losing by 
only a small margin despite the fact that practically every member of the team had been up all 
night assisting with clearing away wreckage or working for the Hastings police department as 
special guards. 


Although the total property damage marks the Hastings tornado of May 8, 1930, as one of 
ihe most destructive in the history of Nebraska, the toll of injuries and deaths was unusually 
small. One person was killed and a few were injured. College students escaped without serious 
injury.

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PRE-MEDIC STUDENTS IN BIOLOGY LABORATORY 


Speaking of Biology 


Speaking of places of buzzing activity that may be found on the Hastings College campus, 
the Biology laboratory is the scene of some of the oddest, most mysterious, interesting and hum- 
orous incidents of any other single place. Not only do stuffed birds and buffalos have the labor- 
atory room as their permanent domecile, but several living alligators occupy a “tank” in the 
center of the room to afford entertainment for the incoming and outgoing students. 


Classes of various sorts are carried on in the midst of these surroundings—here budding 
ornithologists, doctors and technicians get their humble starts. In this same room, many a 
worm, frog, fish, and even a stray cat has met his fatal doom, at the hands of hard-hearted stu- 
dents. 


This same room has been the scene of many heated discussions on such subjects as why, how, 


and where birds fly, what makes the earthworm have more than a single heart, and how an 
amoeba can swim. Such has been the interest in some of the courses offered that supplementary 


evening classes have been held. 


Laboratory students find the room so arranged that they can easily keep on the lookout for 
things that take place outside the spacious windows. Due to the brilliant foresight of some in- 
telligent person, chairs for classwork are so arranged that considerable craning of one’s neck is 
required if it becomes necessary to gaze out the windows. 


Not only does the laboratory room hold interest for students, but it is one of the rooms vis- 
ited by outsiders in connection with the college museum. Some rare specimens are on display 


in the room, specimens which have been collected over a period of years by Professor Walter J. 
Kent. 


Professor John Moulton has been the good natured custodian of the Biology laboratory this 
year.
